IAN , Jordan (LNS) -- In the last two years, 
ae i alestinian resistance has survived three at- 
tempts to suppress it by Jordan’s King Hussein and 
nis U.S. counterinsurgency advisers. Each time, 
tne Palestinian liberation forces pulled through, 
because most o* Amman’s half million people (the 
vast majority of whom are Palestinian refugees) 
si^cd with tne resistance. 

Now that Jordan and Egypt have accepted the 
U S, ’peace plan,” the resistance organ i z at ions 
believe King Hussein is about to move against them 
for a fourth time, and they are calling the people 
of Amman to an urgent alert. 

Fedayeen sloganeers have inscribed new messa- 
ges on the city’s walls; banners hang across many 
streets, summoning the people to the ready. Co- 
lorful posters remind the people that political 
power grows out of the barrel of the gun. 

during the evenings, in different parts of 
the city, the commando groups hold mass rallies. 

Certain scenes repeat themselves at each of 
these rallies: silhouetted against the evening 

sky, ;embers of the peoples’ militia with their 
Klashi nkov automatic rifles on rooftops guarding 
tne rally, pick-up trucks trucks stripped and 
mounted with anti-tank and anti-aircraft guns 
parked near the rally’s entrance. In the audience 
are ^Id men in kafiirs and robes; the young men, 
high senool students, the workers just off from 
their jobs, and the many unemployed; the young 
children, often in the commando "Ashbal” uniforms; 
and p 'uups of women sitting together, some of them 
members of the new women’s militia, armed with 
K lash ink o vs . 

AJ] afternoon, announcement of these rallies 
are broadcast ay sound trucks. At about five or 
six in the evening, the sound system at the rally 
site somes alive with recordings of Palestinian 
patriotic songs and intermittent calls for the 
people to come to the rally. 

The size of the audience at these rallies 
varies from as many as 5,000 at IVahdat , the lar- 
gest refugee camp, to a more usual size of 1,500 
people. But in Jebal Amman, the area where 
wealthy Jordanians and Palestinians live, the 
rallies draw as few as 300 people. 

Speakers from the two Marxist groups, the 
Democratic Popular Front and the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine, use class terms when 
describing the Palestinian situation, but Fateh 
speakers avoid what they term ’’ideology.” Since 
tne U.S. plan’s cease-fire came into effect, all 
commando groups arc speaking of the same thing, 
denouncing the plans for a ’’peaceful solution” 
which, because this would involve Arab recognition 
of tiie State of Israel, necessarily means the 11- 
o nidation of the Palestinian resistance and the 
denial of Palestinian rights to reclaim their 
hone 1 and . 

T n the last days, added urgency has been 
given to these rallies because of the numerous re- 


ports that King Hussein is preparing for another 
attack upon the resistance. Small clashes have 
already occurred, as tensions heighten for w at ™ 
well be the Palestinians final showdown with Hus 
U . S . -sponsored government and his CIA counterinsur 
gency advisers . 

* * * 

At one such rally, on Aug, 16, the editor of 
the Fateh daily newspaper spoke to about 1,500 
people at Jebal Nasr, an area inhabited by poor 
refugees. The crowd was especially spirited, 
breaking into chants near the end of the speech. 

The editor of the Fateh newspaper spoke for 
perhaps twenty-five minutes. What follows is ex- 
cerpted from his talk and from the audience’s 
response : 

This now is the most dangerous situation 
for the Palestinian revolution; Fateh is facing 
the most dangerous attack since it started the 
revolution. This attack aims at keeping us ref- 
ugees and living in our tents. 

When Egypt accepted the Rogers’ plan we 
were surprised. 

Why did Egypt do this? 

The Palestinians had entered a new stage in 
their Revolution -- after twenty years of exile, 
we had begun to launch large operations and to 
win world support. And it is only then that Egypt 
says yes to the peace solution. 

Our enemy [Israel] couldn’t face the rev- 
olution; it was beginning to be tom by internal 
problems -- its economy was in trouble; there 
were demonstrations against the government; it 
was costing three and a half million a day to 
continue the war. And it was at this time that 
Egypt said yes to the peace solution. 

And when they said yes to the Rogers’ plan they 
said yes to imperialism ruling over this area 
of the world. 

But they forgot that the Palestinian people 
have fought for many years, against the Turks, 
against the British, against imperialism, against 
the Jordanian authorities. 

We remember the day in 1936 when we rose up 
in revolution and made England send thousands of 
troops, but these troops couldn’t put us down. 

So they went to the Arab governments. 

And we know what happened after the English 
went to the Arab governments. The Arab government 
stopped our revolution and we became refugees. 

V.’c got a very good lesson from 1936 and 1948. 
That is, the people cannot say no in any meaningful 
way unless they are holdinga gun in their hands. 

That time we didn’t hold on to the gun; this time 
we will. This time because we are holding weapons 
our "no” is strong. 
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They want us to say, as the peaceiul solution 
says, "to hell with our martyrs," but we won’t. 

We say instead, "to hell with your peaceful sol- 
ution ! " 

[applause ] 

We say to them, we are Arabs; we have honor 
and we won’t forget the blood of our martyrs. So 
we won’t accept your peaceful solution. We can't 
forget the blood of our martyrs 

We can’t forget that our masses lived m Arab 
prisons, getting insults from Arab rulers. They 
think we will easily forget this, that they will 
again be able to put their boots upon us, and 
force us back into their prisons. But we say that 
these places were freed by our fighters and are 
high with honor and we say our masses know how to 
struggle and how to like freedom, 

[applause] 

The peace solution means peace for the state 
which pushed us out of our country and made us 
live in refugee camps. 

The peace solution means our people will nev- 
er go back to their homes, but will be forced to 
stay in the desert under the heels of Arab soldi- 

ers, [The crowd begins shouting "Down with the 

Rogers’ plan!’’] 

No, I don’t say down with the Rogers' plan; I 
say down with everybody who accepts the Rogers' 
plan and the peaceful solution. 

The Rogers' plan means stopping every bullet. 
That means the peaceful solution will never exist 
unless they eliminate the Palestinian revolution. 

We have already said that we know that 200 
tanks are moving to surround Amman and are join- 
ing other tanks already surrounding Amman, pre- 
paring to attack our revolution. 

We know that thousands of Jordanian troops are 
surrounding Amman, preparing to attack our revol- 
ution . 

We know all this and we know what they are 
planning, and we say to the Jordanian regime, if 
you try to attack us, we are ready for you. 

We say that is is impossible to liquidate the 
Palestinian revolution, because our revolution is 
the n asses. If they try to liquidate our involu- 
tion, that means they will have to try to liqui- 
date our masses, and if they think they can do 
this, they are dreaming. 

They say, do these people understand more 
than Russia? We say, we understand what is good 
for cur people. We say Russia is mistaken m its 
opposition to our revolution. We say that Russia 
doesn't understand our problems And we say that 
by this mistake Russia will cease to be useful to 
the world revolutionary movement. 

We say wc are not aiunc m the struggle. We 
have the Arab masses. We have everybody who is 
fighting for freedom.

I say to you, that our revolutionaries are alone 
on the battlefield facing the enemy. I say that 
we are facing the enemy which for the last three 
years has been gathering more weapons, including 
Phantom jets. This enemy has increased its power 
three times over to face the increasing Arab 
armies. And now we are facing this enemy alone. 

Our bases are under attack by all these arms, by 
these Skyhawks and Phantom jets. 


When the Arab armies stopped their fire at 
midnight of the cease-fire day, our men decided 
to attack and they launched twenty operations. 

Five of our martyrs were killed on that same night 
that the artillery of the Arab armies ceased fire.

We say to our people, be careful, be alert to 
everything you hear and see, be aware of everything

Dear Friends, 

This is a threefold letter. First, it is 
to inform you that the GT Alliance as a 
national office is closing down, at least for a 
time, The reasons for this are many, though 
they center around a general lack of real ef- 
fectiveness in aiding local GI groups and m 
coordinating any sort of national and/or re- 
gional action. It is also based, we feel, in 
a lot of problems that need to be worked out 
on the local level before too rigid of a national 
network can be established. These problems 
now appear to be realized by most of the local 
groups and they are trying to work them out. 
Following this re-grouping on the local level, 
then regional groupings can begin tc really 
take hold And then lastly, the national thing 
can Happen We don’t want to see a New Mobe of 
the GI movement come into being so we are 
closing this office before it can happen. 

However , some of the things that the 
Alliance has attempted to do should be continued. 
Two of these things especially are important. 
First, there are many GIs at bases that have no 
newspapers that want to get involved in the move- 
ment, either through publishing an underground 
newspaper or through other means y et they 
don't know where to start and need guidance on 
the details of how to get going. This kind of 
information is extremely necessary and we saw 
ourselves as providing at least a partial 
solution to it. To attempt to meet this need 
in the future, we will be getting together 
with some other people to put out a pamphlet 
on "How to.., 1 ' foi GIs, as well as legal tips, 
fund raising ideas, technical details, how to 
handle the press, etc. It should be good, 
though it will certainly need periodic up-dating 
The second need that needs to be continued is 
the circulation of GI news to all movement 
groups on the largest possible scale Our news- 
letter was an attempt at this and although we 
received many notes of praise on it, we felt 
it still had a long wav to go to he of maximum 
effectiveness and value Don Duncan ; who has 
just recently opened a new office here in 
Washington, has mentioned chat he would like to 
continue a newsletter of some sort. However, 
we think that this m itself will still not 
provide the volume of news about the GI movement 
that ls needed. Also, timeliness is extremely 
important and a once a month or even twice a 
month newsletter isn’t enough. 

We would like to encourage \ on to m ovule 
an increased level of coverage of the GT move- 
ment. Ideally, this would happen in the mannei 
of a separate section of your news <eivice for 
the (.1 movement and any arid ail instances of 
repression and harassment .is well as explaining 
actions happening ami bein^ planned. it plus 

t hough _y on , with y our r e I at i w c i v i_a e rye t wo rh 
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of news gatherers, would he in the best position 
to perform this task. However, we can appreciate 
\ our limited funds and time, probably space too. 

So, we would simply like to urge you to do what 
you can to increase the amount of news coming 
out about the GI movement- This news should he 
stuff that comes direct lv from the various bases, 
not. stuff that comes, necessarily from some self- 
appointed spokesman. Yc>ur effort in this area 
is vi tal .

Enclosed is a check for $10. At the present time 
it is all we can send. Realizing your need for 
money and our lack of money we sent at least half 
of what we owe you for now. 

You asked once, when we were in to visit, 
that we keep you posted on what is happening at 
the Free School. Right now two living collectives 
make up one working collective. In May the City 
closed down the school foT fire regulations which 
we could never repair and so liberation classes 
have been at a standstill since. An apolitical 
group of ’hippies' in town have sponsored Be-Ins 
for 2 years and when we leafleted the one in May, 

TPS (Tom Paine Socictv - honest) cancelled 
future be-ins. So we picked up the ball and held 
a very political happening last month which was 
well attended and very good. The next day the 
citv announced that York Free School would have no 
more permits for use of narks in town. Because 
of the way the city went about this caused us 
to t ile suit in federal court for illegal pro- 
cedure and right to the parks. 

IV c* used a poverty agency lawyer and everyone 
from our Mayor to our congressman to our senator 
to .John Mitchell are now investigating our 
activities '1 he court denied our preliminary

petition which would allow us use of the 
park on Aug. 9 so we are going ahead without a 
permit. Numerous possibilities of what can 
happen. Rumors around town there are warrants 
out for 8 of us for conspiracv (bringing in an 
inflammatory speakers across state lines-?-). 

The validity of these rumors is not taken 
seriously at this time. In a small town like this 
the city fathers go on some kind of wild ego 
trip when they think they have subversives in 
their midst. They over react to any little 
thing we do or say. Anyway, there is talk of 
dropping the suit as we see little value in the 
court system here. .. .still in question. 

We hope to sign a lease on a building 
within the week and open the YORK MOVEMENT CENTER 
which will house the Free School (conduct classes 
and seminars). Liberation Press, High School 
Union, Women's Center, Draft Counseling Center 
and possible Day Care Center. If the landlord 
agrees to the lease then we can begin operation 
much more visibly. Now we’re just a house on 
W. Philly and a statement in the paper once in a 
while and leaflets and be-ins. 

Our best link with the community right now 
is the present bus strike. The drivers will 
not drive because the buses are unsafe for 
people. The community is quietly supporting 
them and we are trying to make them a bit more 
vocal and to demand a public transport system. 
Present fare 40$. 

The Women’s group will have a newsletter 
(paper) out by the weekend and the L. Press 
should be out before too long. Our need for 
money is great ... contributions dribble in and a 
few of us work full or part-time.

"IT MUST BE AWFUL NOT TO HAVE SOMETHING 

LIKE COCA-COLA TO BELONG TO”

With divisions, subdivisions, acquisitions 
and wholly owned subsidiaries Coca-Cola is the 
seventy-eighth largest American corporation. 

Its net worth, including the trademarks, 
approaches $4,000 million. But this includes 
only 22 of the 1,800 bottling plants pumping 
out Coke around the world. The others are 
bottling franchises who buy syrup and supplies 
from the 22 major syrup plants. Not even Coca- 
Cola has estimated the combined net worth of 
the bottling companies, but with the assets of 
the Coca-Cola corporation itself, it would 
possibly comprise the world’s largest privately 
owned enterprise. 

Coca-Cola has made more millionaires than 
any other product in history. A single share 
purchased for $40 in 1919, when they were first 
offered to the public, is now worth some $8,500 
including splits and accumulated dividends. 

Last year was the best in Coca-Cola’s history, 
a statement that can be made every year. 

The Coke team spirit includes the whole 
family. "It's one big happy family,” said the 


wife of a junior executive. "My real family. 

It must be awful not to have somebodv like 
Coca-Cola to belong to. I don’t know how I 
feel without it.” 

A senior Coke executive explained: "If 
all the Coke ever produced were in regular (6 1/ 
ounce) bottles placed end to end, they would 
girdle the earth 3,500 times -- or reach the 
moon and back 200 times. If it were distributed 
in regular bottles to everyone in the world, each 
person would get 220 bottles. If a single bottle 
was large enough to contain it, the bottle wou-ld 
be over a mile high and 2,000 feet wide.” 

Coca-Cola brings the American way of drink 
to 138 countries, 15 more than the United Nations' 
membership. Ninety million Cokes a day are 
consumed, 250 products in 500 packages; nothing, 
it seems, can stop it. 

"Coca-Cola is everything I exist for,” said 
a senior vice-president at corporate headquarters 
in Atlanta, Georgia. "I live and breathe it. 

We all do. It’s made us what we are.” It was 
9 a.m. and he was gulping Coke from the bottle, his 
first of the morning. Free Cokes are dispensed 
on all floors of all company offices, and most 
executives chain-drink them throughout the working 
day. 

"Americans associate Coca-Cola with the flag 
and motherhood,” reflected an advertising officer, 
"and that's the image we work night and day to 
maintain. We don't dare use sexy advertising 
or cheap gimmicks. We avoid association with 
alcohol and such things; Coca-Cola is an all- 
family drink for all ages, and we can’t afford to 
offend the sensibilities of any group anywhere. 

We stand for the very highest quality and finest 
taste. Clean-cut, upright, the family, Sunday, 
the girl next door. Wholesomeness. America’s 
best. ” 

Coke was first produced in 1885 as a hang- 
over tonic by an Atlanta pharmacist, John Pemberton, 
who at the turn of the century sold his interest 
to another all-American pharmacist, Asa Candler. 
Candler master-minded Coca-Cola’s upsurgence for 
a quarter of a century. He was a consummate 
businessman and a churchgoing. God-fearing pillar 
of the community -- a combination that has meant 
success in the American business world. He had 
immense faith in God, America and Coca-Cola, and 
his associates and subordinates had immense faith 
in him. 

The man who succeeded Candler in 1923, Robert 
Woodruff, in his 80’s, still participates in 
major company decision and exemplifies the 
qualities of American business leadership. 

Woodruff struck out in earnest for a world 
market. He had a vision of everybody in the 
world drinking Coke -- "Chinese coolies and Cuban 
campesinos, English debutantes and Italian 
peasants .” 

And when Pearl Harbor was attacked in 1941, 
Woodruff declared war too. No GI anvwhere, he 
promised, would every go thirsty for a Coke -- at 
five cents a bottle. General Eisenhower cooperated 
magnificently. One of his first concerns after 
securing beachheads in North Africa and Normandy 
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was the construction of Coca-Cola bottling 
plants. American soldiers -- Ike included -- 
downed 10,000 million bottles of Coke during 
the Second World War, 

"When a soldier in Vietnam has a Coke/' 
a vice-president recently reflected, "it 
satisfies his need to identify with the American 
tradition and way of life. It reminds him of 
what he’s fighting for " 

The Coca-Cola advertising budget- unofficial- 
ly estimated at pushing $100 million, is a 
company secret. But its officers admit that 
Coke is the most heavily advertised product 
in the world. Thus, Coke illustrates the trend 
of American business: less effort is exnended 
on the product itself than on increasingly 
frenzied publicity about it . Since the in- 
gredients of Coke never vary, and the manufactu- 
ring process has remained essentially unchanged 
for 75 years, the remark of one vice-pre c i dent 
is very understandab le : "Communications come 

first, even before the product itself How 
to put it across is what counts." 

There are nine million Coke billboards 
already on the surface of the earth. Coke 
executives seem to feel that their advertising 
helps make America beautiful. A recent company 
brochure informs new employees, "When you don’t 
see a Coca-Cola sign, you have passed the borders 
of civilization , " 

To this straight advertising effort is 
added the concealed advertising dispensed by 
Coca-Cola’s public relations organization. The 
company sponsors a sweeping range of sporting 
programs and competitions, youth clubs, safety 
and self-development programs, community affairs, 
special events and charities. The activities 
themselves are never removed from the business 
of selling Coca-Cola,

WASHINGTON, D.C. (LNS) -- ’’Terrorist acts of 
vio ence and anarchy by bombing have reached mena- 
cing proportions in our country," according to a 
report by the Alcohol, Tobacco' and Firearms Di- 
vision of the U.S. Department of the Treasurv. 

An official study of the 15-month period from 
January 1969 to April 1970 showed that th ere were 
4,330 actual bombings in the U.S., plus an addi- 
tional 1,475 attempted bombings and a reported 
35,129 threatened bombings. 

Of the 4,330 actual bombings, 3,355 were in- 
cendiary in nature (such as molotov cocktails) 
and 975 were explosive. 

Bombings took place in every state in the 
Union, according to the survey. Illinois led the 
way with 655 bombings (29 explosive and 626 incen- 
diary), followed by California, with 467 bombings 
(109 explosive and 358 incendiary) . Other states 
with more than 100 bombings were Washington, 
Florida, North Carolina, Iowa, Missouri, Michigan, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York and Rhode Island. 

Law officers were unable to determine anything 
about those responsible for bombings in 64% of the 
cases. In the remaining 36% where the "perpetra- 
tors" could be categorized, the breakdown went 
like this; 56% to campus disturbances, 19% to 
"black extremists," 14% to "white extremists," 

2% to labor disputes, 1% to attacks on religious 
institutions, 8% "in aid of criminal activities 
(extortion, robbery and arson for insurance)." 

The survev provided no information about 
bombings done bv United States citizens with U.S. 
materiel in the territories of Vietnam, Laos, 
Bolivia, Jordan, Angola and other locales.

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SUMMER IN THE CITY -- YOUTH UNEMPLOYMENT UP

WASHINGTON, D C. (LNS) -- If you're young and 
you’re looking for a job, America isn't offering 
much these days. 

The ranks of the unemployed in the 10-21 age 
bracket were swelled by 410,000 people since the 
summer of 1969. At the present time, according to 
the U.S. Uepartment of Labor Bureau of Labor Sta- 


tistics, there are 2.1 million young people unable 
to find work. 

The vouth unemployment rate is 15.7% this summer, 
compared with 12.8% in 1969 and 14.0% in 1968. The 
jobless rate for white youth is 13.6%, while for 
black youth it is 30.2%. 

The Labor Department reported that the "conti- 
nuing efforts" of government and industry to offer 
jobs to young people "were seriously hampered this 
vear due to the recent economic slowdown."

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MITCHELL AFFIRMS JUSTICE DEPARTMENT POLICY 
OF TURNING NEWSPAPERMEN INTO PIGS

ST. LOUIS, Mo. (LNS) -- Attorney General John 
Mitchell recently reiterated the Justice Department’s 
policy of using news reporters and photographers 
as sources of information in political investiga- 
tions through the use of the subpoena. 

In a speech about the subpoena controversy, 
Mitchell told the American Bar Association that the 
news media have become excellent sources of infor- 
mation about conflict in American society. 

"Thus, occasionally," Mitchell said, "we have 
newsmen and photographers who are experts in a case 
we are investigating and who may have more informa- 
tion than the government has -- factual information 
and. photographs which the government finds difficult, 
if not impossible, to obtain through its own in- 
vestigatory agencies." 

The Feds may not find it all that simple, how- 
ever. Mitchell reported in his speech that "serious 
journalists from all the media have told me priva- 
tely that they will go to prison rather than comply 
with subpoenas; that they will destroy their note- 
books and bum their film rather than permit them 
to be used in a judicial proceeding."

Eyewitnesses to the murder give a different acc 
ount. Moore had gone to the Tasty Dog to get his or- 
der, where he met four or five of his friends, who 
witnessed the shooting. He was walking back home 
from the Tasty Dog when he saw, in the Azar s liq- 
uor store parking lot, two cops harassing and beating 
another boy he knew, a mentally retarded 18 year old 
who they hit in the mouth and kicked in the stomach 
Lind back, calling him names like ’’bald-headed black 
bastard . ” 

Moore apparently yelled at the cops to stop, 
that the other kid had done nothing wrong. So 
the officers left off on the one, crossed over 
Georgia Avenue and grabbed Moore, knocking him 
down. Moore got up and ran, yelling for his sister. 
Hasty and Colbert ran after him. Two shots were 
fired, and Moore fell to the ground. He got up im-^ 
mediately and ran to his house, still screaming for 
his sister. As he got up on the proch of his home, 
one of the officers shot again, and Moore fell on 
the porch, wounded in the shoulder and in the back. 

A crowd quickly gathered in front of the Moore 
house; almost as quickly at least a half-dozen 
patrol cars were at the scene. People were saying, 
’’Call an ambulance! Are you just going to let him 
lie there and die? Call an ambulance!” 

The police, however, were apparently too busy 
surrounding Hasty and Colbert to protect them from 
the people. Finally a lieutenant arrived and called 
an ambulance, which came 45 minutes after Moore 
had been shot. It is not known whether or not Moore 
was killed instantly by the bullet in his back, 
but he was dead on arrival at the hospital. 

Residents of the Summerhill area bordering on 
Georgia Avenue are angry over the murder. They 
are demanding that criminal charges of murder be 
brought against the offeers who killed Moore; they 
have so far been suspended from the force pending 
an investigation.

Less than 
half a year later, on the 50th anniversary of wo- 
men in America winning the \otc, about 25,000 
people -- including quite a number of men --

In response to a Na- 
tional Strike organized originally by Betty 
Fnedan of NOW, women all over the country took 
actions, rallied, and marched in support of three

These demands for equality and self-determin- 
ation are radical, more radical than many women

House press spokesman sent word from the wife of

Alliance, women from OWL (Older Women’s Liberation], 
radical lesbians, NOW, and a wide sprectrum of wo- 
men cf all ages, some with babies, coming from 
many different directions, with differing politics 
and life-styles - There was a surprisingly large 
number of black women -- Fifth Avenue is a lgng_ 
subway ride from any black neighborhood,, 

Behind police barricades, thousands of mostly 
male onlookers waved, hooted, and checked out legs, 
hips and breasts, one grim reminder of our daily 
oppression Women behind the barricades were cur- 
ious, wistful and sometimes blank- eyed, frequently 
protected by men whose hands rested proprietary ly 
on their shoulders. Now and again a group of short- 
haired leering men held up signs showing what a 
gag women’s liberation is Q ("WOMEN ON TOP" and 
"I MADE LOVE TO MY WIFE THIS MORNING AND SHE LOVED 
IT" and "DRAFT WOMEN.") 

One marching man carried a sign that read "NO 
TOKEN EQUALITY ~ DRAFT WOMEN" on one side, and 
"END DISCRIMINATION OF TOILET FACILITIES" on the 
other* The man was jumped on several times but 
most women marching near him became dismayed at the 
thought of violence o Later in the day he had ga 
thered a troupe of men who marched in a military 
fashion, clapping and stomping, behind him, weaving 
in and out of the march and behind the police barri- 
cades, By the end of the march, however, his sign 
was in shreds 0 Several leering and gesturing 
groups of men on the sidelines were attacked by wo- 
men who, furious, broke rank for the occasion 
b ut police saved the men the trouble of defending 
themselveSo (One female photographer was busted for 
having an "expired" press pass*) 

In one section of the nine-block- long march,, 
a dozen women linked arms and sang "Solidarity for- 
ever, our sisters make us strong"and a lot of near- 
by marchers joined in with gusto 0 In another sec- 
tion of the march, the chant "Free Ericka, Liberate 
America" went up. A woman turned to me and asked 
"Who’s Ericka?" [Eric-ka Huggins is a Bl^.ck Panther 
jailed for over a year, and about to go on trial mNew 
Haven..] Twenty black, brown, and white woman on 42nd 
St carried a long green banner which read WOMEN 
OF THE WORLD UNITE. With twenty fists in the air 
they asked us "What do we want?" "EQUALITY!" "When 
do we want it?" "NOW” "WOMEN OF THE WORLD UNITE'"

A man with a glossy mustache spotted a working 
colleague watching the march. "Hey," he rakishly 
shouted at her. "What are you doing on the side- 
lines. a liberated chick like you?" 

At dusk^ the thousands of women and men sat in 
the grass in Bryant Park behind the Public l ibrary 
to hear the rally A bullish press section (.mostly 
male) refused to sit down. One particularly arrogant 
cameraman had to be kicked by a female movement 
photographer before he would give un his position.

Gloria Steinem MC-ed the xa': ly . Spc *.kei - in- 
cluded a woman from England aeii/e 1 r. tin. move- 
ment there; a representative of the Third World 
Women's Alliance; Eleanor Holmes Norton /n i ick 
chairwoman of the city’s Commission on Human 
Rights; Bella Abzug , a Democratic Congressional 
Candidate; Ruth Ann Miller of the Socialist 
Worker’s Party; Rate Millet, author of Sexual 
Politics; Betty Friedan of the National "Oigam - 
zation of Women (NOW); and a lesbian whose name 
was not given* 

The speakers were more radical than most of 
the women expected The first of the two black 
women who spoke, from the Th»rd World Women’s 
Alliance, came right to the point. ‘’None of us 
can be free until the capitalist monster is 
smashed down.” To remove doubt in anybody's 
mind as to what she meant, she added "The only way 
we can achieve this is through armed struggle,” 

The speaker then touched the two exposed 
nerves of our movement "Don’t expect as to re 
late to Women’s Liberation until you start rela- 
ting to your poor white sisters.” Arid; "The 
difference between what white women and black women 
suffer is the difference between exploitation and 
slavery* o. We doubt that white women will join 
us rather than white men when they gain equality*” 
She finished her speech with the words "HANDS OFF 
ANGELA DAVIS,” [Angela Davis is a black revo- 
lutionary, now on the FBI’s 10-most -wanted-men 
list in connection with the daring August 7 
attempt to liberate three black prisoners from a 
California courtroom. She was fired from her po- 
sition of professor of philosophy from the Univ . 
of California in Los Angeles for her political 
affiliations,] In the distance a banner show- 
ing a women’s liberation symbol whose fist grasped 
a rifle, echoed the same words,. 

"Capitalism’s gotta go.” said Kate Millet. 
"This is the first day of our lives xNow we are 
a revolution ” She invited everyone to the People's 
Revolutionary Constitutional Convention to be 
held over Labor Day Weekend in Philadelphia, She 
also spoke of the oppression of prostitutes anu 0 £ 
lesbians, by straight society and by women in the 
movement, 

Betty Friedan said that ’’This is not a bed- 
room war, we are a political movement,” and, among 
other things, said that we must "unite against 
fascism/’ Bella Abzug spoke out against imperial- 
ism and genocide, calling almost directly for 
socialism. "If this present svstem cannot bring 
justice and liberation to women we will look 
for an alternative ” 

A young woman behind me ve re veil d/e-sed, 
turned to her friend and whispered "I uon'i be- 
lieve in any of this.” 

An anonymous woman from the lesb’an com- 
munity spoke last. Every election yeai 5 2nd St 
gets "cleaned up." Ihis means that homos e.^ua i s 
get arrested by the hundred? Snc spo-c >d tne 
hypocrisy of our movement wich experts 1 *:• s o , an s

The rally ended with a song from the play Mod 
Donna, and * Liberation Now] written by Betty Friedan, 
The neon sign of R.>C,A. glowed red in the s y an 
the tall buildings that house New York business an 
profit looked down on the crowd as they stirred to 
leave. Several blocks away you could still hear ^ 
the words ringing "LIBERATION NOW., LIBERATION NOW*, 


And in the powder room of a fancy hotel, a wo- 
man in a fashionable midi asked us if we had marched* 
Yes, we said, did you? "No, my boss wouldn’t let me 
out on time." She paused and then gave us a beauti- 
ful smile "So I quit. Who does he think he is tell- 
ing me I can’t march?" 


In Washington. D..C*, about 5,000 women marched 
from Dupont Circle to Farragut Square in time for 
the noon hour* On their way they liberated a statue 
of a "man holding a club" -- signs hanging over him 
read ANGELA DAVIS WELCOME HERE and WOMEN WILL FIGHT, 
Men who attempted to climb the statue were repulsed. 
Marching women passed women picketing in front of 
Northwest Airlines, which is on strike. The women 
picketing shouted "Right on, sisters/’ Stewardesses 
in the march carried signs reading "Fathers Fly, 

Why Can’t Mothers?” 

300 women broke off from the rally to march on 
the Women’s House of Detention 0 When they got there, 
prisoners yelled to them out of the windows but 
were soon moved to the basement by authorities, 
and cops quickly surrounded the jail„ Later, a com- 
mittee was formed to establish a bail fund to get 
prisoners out of the House of D„ A separate rally 
of federally employed women demanding equal wages 
and advancement* had Mayor Walter Washington as its 
guest speaker* At a teach-in on the Equal Rights 
Amendment, attended primarily by professional women, 
one senator has been quoted saying that the ’’bra- 
burning bubbleheads are messing everything up/ 1

More than 5,000 women gathered on Boston Com- 
mon for a rally , and 1,000 went on to march through 
downtown Boston. The groups included one contingent 
dressed in academic gowns carrying a banner that 
read ’’Veritas is a Feminine Noun/’ Veritas is the 
Latin word for Truth, An enormous crowd of men 
heckled the women both at the rally and the march. 

( Many radicals in the Boston area and in other 
cities in the country did not participate in the 
planned August 26 actions because of the problems 
cl racism, liberalism, heterosexual chauvinism and 
because of the anti -working class bias of the 
S.tr-ike.j and instead focused on continued organizing 
on a daily basis of women in their area 

Other cities which staged major actions included 

San FranciscOi Miami, Syracuse, NY.., Denver, Phila- 
delphia Seattle and Los Angeles
